RAINFALL NEARS RECORD 


Rainfall figures compiled by 
Liberty Groves Operating Corp. 
total 36.44 inches for the 10 
months, nine days of the 1957- 
58 season, 21.38 inches more 
than was measured for the 
entire 1956-57 season. 

On this same date a year 
ago, the Season’s rainfall had 
amounted to 11.57 inches. With 
the 36.44 inch measurement 
made at. 19th St., rainfall 
gauges in other Upland areas 
have recorded close to 40 in- 
ches of rainfall. The record 
rainfall for Upland was 39 
inches in 1940-41. With the past 
two days having been bright 
with sunshine, the area ap-|:
